According to a Tokyo newapapor, the 
Russian Government will undortake from 
tho present fiscal year an extension of the 
harbour limita of Vladivostok, together 
with the construction of an additional 
wharf and three pontoons, on a three- 
Years’ programme, at an estimated outlay 
of Roubles 7,000,000, of whieh Roubles 
1,600,000 will’ be invested in the current 
year. There are now six wharves and 
pontoong in that port. The wharves com- 
bined are’ capable of herthing.at the same 
time. fourteen .vewels-and’ of handling 
altogether 37,000,000 puds (616,067 tons)-of 
goods per annum. The volume of trade 
of the port is, however, markedly grow- 
ing year after year, having increased by 
46,120,000 puds of goods during the past 
five years.

It seme probable that the-drama:in 
China, like that of Greece, had its origin 
in. tho sacrificial ceremonies of religion. 
Wo ‘know. that in the time of Confucius, 
800. B.C., it was: customary: for: solemn 
dances to bo performed in tho ‘ancestral 
temples, at which feathered wands, battle- 
axes and other objects wero brandished in 
unison by the dancers. .We also: hear of 
‘pantomimio displays and representations 
of ancient historical events, divided. into 
a tTumber of scones. Cortain ceremonies 
for the expulsion of evil spirits, in which
